aspirin lias bad effects. 


It is unwise and unsafe to take 


even a five-grain dose of aspirin 
without carefully remaining- lying 
down for at least half an hour after- 
ward.

dose of such a heart-depressing drug 
is taken and any active exertion im- 
mediately entered upon thereafter 


In common with the other coaltar 


derivatives employed as pain-killers, 
acetyl-salicylic acid interferes with 
the oxygen carrying function of the 
blood. 
A certain peculiar blueness 


of fingernails and lips ("cyanosis) is 
one sign of this and should be a 
warning to the victim that the habit 
is endangering life. A strange numb- 
ness felt after a dose of the favorite 
dope is another 
warning. 
When 


these coal-tar killers are abused in 
spite of such warnings, it is not un- 
usual to see a ruin fojlow. 
Some- 


times "sudden" death occurs. 
Some- 


times the victim is committed to an 
institution for the insane. 


Jn fairness I think acetyl-salicylk 


acid the least injurious of all the 
pain-killers, when such drugs must 
be employed. 
But the laity needs
